What m actually want in Annex ’ is something that "paints the 
picture," A pro form military estimate of the situation format 
wonldnH fill the Mil, and a strictly accepted intelligence 
annex would fill It partially. What wo are reaching for here 
is to be actually an intelligence summary of some degree or 
category, We will give some concentrated thought on this form 
to keep it manageable and practical.* I would want to avoid get- 
ting too far into KISS* a, except, perhaps, a cross-reference to 
pertinent NXS , s, Right at this point, we don f t think that sub- 
paragraph c should be included* 

g, We have added a little to the Non- Iron Curtain country 
targetsMmd I am enclosing an earlier draft herewith. Also enclosed 
flow chart, which boiled our whole mission concept 
into three solid missions which are the /5 missions, as you will 
recognise. Ibis was prepared as an annex to a manual we were 
working on at one time.
